British Ex-Chancellor Fears 
That Payment by Germany of 
Reparation Debit Might be Curse

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—Payment by Germany of her repara- 
tion debt to Great Britain and repayment by the allies of the 
war loans from Great Britain might prove rather a curse than 
a blessing, said Reginald McKenna, former chancellor of the 
exchequer of Great Britain, last night in an address before 
the Commercial club of Chicago. 

‘We lose more in our cBuntry by the existence of 2,000,000 
unemployed,’’ he said ‘‘than we shall ever get in value from 
the German reparations over a period of 30 years. 1 would 
rather s>e our people employed and producing wealth than 
reeeiving a dribble of wealth from Germany at the cost of 
being unemployed. < 

‘‘And what | say of ourselves is true in a lesser degree of 
the United States. When I see things I really begin to doubt 
whether it is for the benefit of the United Kingdom that these 
reparations should be paid, and whether the debts ef the allies 
'g us might not, if they were paid, prove rather a eurse than a 
blessing.’’ 

The net war debt due Great Britain exactly equals the 
amount that Great Britain owes to the United States, he said
